this caſe. Indeed of whom could they have 


complained? Not of the Engliſh govern- 


ment, who allowed them the free exerciſe 
of their religion, and left the laity to ſup- 


port them as liberally as they pleaſed. 
And ſurely the Popiſh laity could not have 


complained, when they were allowed li- 


berty of conſcience, and permitted to ſup- 


port their clergy in that way which they 
thought beſt.
